His big fight, if one proves neces­ 
sary, will come after the Paris confer­ 
ence has finally approved a, league of 
nations and the peace treaty is com­ 
p ete, ready for submission to the 
United States senate for ratification. 
Then the President will go before 
the people if necessary, to ask sup­ 
port. But th at will probably not be be­ 
fore midsummer or fall. 


While in Washington, the President 
plans to confer, not only with

bers of the senate foreign affairs 
committee, but many other members. 
Barring a change in program, he will 
leave for France again March 5 or 6. 
The greatest work outside formula­ 
tion of the league, is held by the 
president, to be a solution of Hie Rus­ 
sian problem.
